He was shattere<l beyond human conception 
by the death of his only son early this year when he stood in the 
position of posterity to one to whom he should have been his ancestor; 
yet all wffo knew him and saw him never found in him any outward 
expression by which we could judge the tragic agonies that he alway* 
felt, within himself.

He was a well-known figure in the life of thil« 
province and a thorough gentleman commanding love, respect and 
admiration from all who knew him ]>ersonally. His death is a great 
loss to Bengal.

1 can assure him that I 
am extremely grateful to him for pointing (mt to me the duties^ and 
responsibilities of a Home Minister. I am not yet a full-fledged Home 
Minister; I have not taken over (diarge \et. I will look up tjie records 
of the administration in Bengal, particularly in the Home Department' 
to find out how the Home Minister of Bengal has acted in the past on 
occasions like this. 1 am not at all original but an humble imitator. 
I can assure him that 1 will imitate him very closely. I will take 
inspiration from what he has left as a legacy for me and I feel quite 
aure that 1 will find in the ar(‘hives of the Secretariat instructions to 
guide me on occasions like this. 

Sir, so far as the party is concerned, I am sure they have got the 
fullest confidence that we will do our best to get orders of release for 
our friend Mr. Sarat (’handra Bose and the House is well aware that 
the arrest has been made under orders of the (lovernment of India. 
We will approach the proper authorities not merely for information but 
also for taking proper steps so that he may be set at liberty. • 

Sir, r am glad that the demand contained in this resolution has been 
supported unanimously by all sections of the House and in this view 
of the case 1 may take it that the resolution will be accepted 
unanimously. 

Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, are we to understand 'that the 
Chief Minister is going to follow' the policy of the late Ministry? 


Mr. SPEAKER: Order please. 
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The motion that this Assembly is of opinion that tne Government 
of Bengal should take immediately all necessary steps to secure the 
early release of Sj. Sarat Chandra. Bose who has been placed in deten- 
tion, was then put and agreed to.

Special Motion. 

Nawabzada K. NA8ARULLAH: May 1 know, Sir, wliat has 
happened to the special motion for the release of Allama Mushrequi? 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 have not yet received the consent of the Hon’ble 
Minister conccu'ned. 

Mr. Ki SHAHABUDDIN: Sir, 1 submit that on the last occasion 
when a resolution in connection with the release of Mr. Sarat Chandra 
Bose was under discussion the consent of the Hon'ble the Chxd’ Minister 
was obtained then and there and he was very good to give it. We 
hope that the HoiCble the Chief Minister will be equally generous and 
magnanimous to give his consent readily to discuss this question of the 
release of Allama Mushrequi. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 have not yet received the consent and therefore 
the question does not arise. If the House so desires, 1 am quite prepared 
to make an eiujuiry from the Home Minister as to whether he is prepar- 
ed and wh(‘n he is j)repared to take up the matter. 1 can ask }iim the 
question provided there is no debate on this ])oint. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, the matter is of great 
public im])ortauce and 1 am, theretore, pre])ared to make a statement 

The resolution does not set out the reasons for which it has been 
demanded that Allama Mushrequi should be set at liberty. I take it, 
however, that the Allama is in very bad health — rather is in a dangerous 
condition — and that it is necessary that he should be set at liberty as 
early as possible. Now, Sir, I am myself, a £\'j^^ksar at heart. (Cries 
of “hear’', “hear” and interruption from the Opposition Benches.) 

Mr. SPEAKER. 1 have allowed the statement to be made and it 
should be allowed. 

Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, we appreciate the statement. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I knew there will be an 
outburst and I purposely and deliberately made that statement. 
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Now, Sir, coming to the specific point, I have not the slightest 
desire to withhold consent, but if consent is given there will necessarily 
be a debate and it is necessary for us to find out what are the reasons 
for which and wdiat is the Government which actually passed orders 
for the arrest of the Maulana. The Government of Bengal, as the late 
Home Minister is aware, has had nothing to do with the arrest or the 
detention of Allama Mushrequi. Besides, we have got to find out 
where •he as confined, what is the present state of his health and other 
matters relevant to the question of his release. Sir, we have been 
:gialiing enquiries and it may be that at the very earliest opportunity — 
it may be to-morrow or the day after — we may be able to find out 
specific information on these points. When information is received 
we will consider in Cabinet and I have not the slightest doubt that 
consent will be given, but, as at present advised, at the present moment 
I have not got materials on which I can give an answer. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The next item is the Bengal Secondary Education 
Bill, h am informed, there is no desire to proceed with it. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: No, Sir. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: Sir, whnl has happened to the 
iJecondary Education Bill?
